Renewed Investigation of 
Alleged Peonage Con- 
ditions Near Dublin Now 
Under Way. 


Dublin, Ga. May 8s—(Special.) 
Renewed ‘investigations of alleged 
peonage conditions and killing of 
negroes on the large plantation of 
“Bony” Hogan, 13 miles from here, 
are under way, it was learned to- 
night, when it became known that 
department of justige agents have 
been actively engaged in the vicini- 
ty of the farm since Thursday, and 
will continue their work until a 
complete report has been rendered 
to Vincent Hughes, head of the bu- 


reau of investigation in Atlanta. 


When the agents visited the Ho- 
San farm during the week, Hogan 
welcomed them and readily agreed 
to their suggesion that they be a)- 
lowed to question some of the ne- 


groes on the place. A number or 
blacks was examined, it was stated, 
but the officials refused to disclose 


what they had ascertained. 

In addition to examining a num- 
bers of negroes; it is understood, the 
agents have questioned several 
Prominent white citizens residing 
near the .farm relative .to the 
charges. While no official an- 
nouncement has been made, it was 
learned thata mass of evidence has 
been assembled against Hogan, and 
athorough investigation of several] 
negroes who were killed on the 
farm is being made. 

Following the publication of an 
authorized statement in The Con- 
stitution, accusing certain individ- 
uals in Dexters with having con- 
spired to inform federal authorities 
of alleged peonage conditions on 
his plantation, and discussing the 
expulsion of a woman from the 
Baptist church, in the little town, 
Hogan issued a statement to tne 
local press Saturday to the effect 
that he had learned these parties 
were not guilty. 

He maintained, however, that re- 
ports of peonage on his farm were 
furnished the agents by non-réesi- 
dents of Laurens county. Consider- 
able excitement was caused by Ho- 
gan’s sensational statement, pub- 
lished last Monday, and the parties 
whom he accused immediately de- 
manded that hg submit. proof to 
substantiate his charges or retract 
them, it is understood.

Lawson Air Liner 


| Meets Accident 
On First Voyage’ 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 8—~With one 
of its wings hitting a tree on the 
take-off of what was to be the 
maiden trip, the Lawson air liner 
Deluxe, valued at $76,000, teday 
crashed fifty feet to the ground. 
Four passengers, including Alfred 
W. Lawson, the designer, escaped 
uninjured. Damage tp the machine 
was estimated at about $8,000. 


Blame for the accident is placed< 


on the field at South Milwaukee, 
which is called both small and 
“soft.” The plane took off abodyt 
6:30 a. m. with Mr. Lawson and 
Charles Wilcox as pilots, and Carl 
Schory and Andy Surini as mech- 
anicians. 

In banking the ship, the lower 
left wing struck avtree, the impact 
throwing the huge machine against 
a telephone pole. The airplane, with 
wo of its three motors crippled, 
rashed to earth. 

The landing gear was ripped from 
under it and the right lacelle, which 
carries one of the -motors, wags 
smashed, the prepellers broken, the 
right wing crumpled like paper, and 
the nose stove in. 

The air liner is claimed, by its 
makers to be the largest commercial 
plane in the world. It has a wing 
spread of 124 feet, and three Liberty 
motors of 420 horsepower each.

German Business 
Fears Occupation 


Of Ruhr District

Berlin, May 8.—Industrial Ger- 
many, and this includes not only 
the financiers, capitalists and ex- 
ecutives of great manufacturing 
concerns, but the average workman 
himself, is now living in constant 
dread that the allies will put into 
effect their threatentd penalties. 

The occupation will mean, the 
man on the street believes, a final 
blow to German industry, which 
never again will be able to compete 
in foreign trade with that of France, 
England and Italy. 

As a result of this very general 
fear,.the iron and steel businesses 
have already suffered a decided 
slump, and the depression is grow- 
ing worse while party leaders in 
Berlin continue their deliberations 
over the allied ultimatum. 


Taxes Cripple Trade. 


German concerns are contracting 
no new orders abroad for the time 
being, iron. and steel firms are 
attempting price - cutting; but 
even this device has failed to over- 
come the.obstacles to trade thrown 
into the situation by customs ex- 
actions, the allied penalties already 
in force, the increases in railroad 
rates, and the high price of coal. 
The machinery, locomotive and rail- 
road businesses are stil] favorably 
situated, but leaders in these 
branches are obsessed with the fear 
of the future increase in industrial 
costs, and the gigantic systen» of 
taxation which must be lev:ed 
whether or not the occupation of the 
Rubr takes place. 

The man on the street is not. ig- 
norant of the situation. He under- 
stands perfectly what it will mean 
if Germany is occupied. He has 
watched the process of the “sanc- 
tions” along the Rhine, and realizes 
that the expansion of this occupa- 
tion will affect him seriously. He 
believes, I may say, that the new 
demands must be accepted—and that 
otherwise he is going to be out of 
a job. 

There is every indication now 
that a new cabinet will be created 
out of the old coalition, probably 
headed by Steseman. Such a cabinet 
would sign the allied proposition, 
and would as promptly be forced 
out of office. Then the ‘socialists 
may seek to return to power. At 
present they are keeping their 
hands off, for they do not want 
to take upon themselves the accu- 
sations which are destined to come

For Attendance 
At Training Camps 


Washington, May §.—General 
Pershing appealed today to the 
young men of the country to attend 
the citizens’ training camps to be 
held this summer and thus aid the 
war department to build up & 
“trained citizen reserve organized 
to meet the emergency of war.” 

“Our position and influence in 
world affairs,”’ said General Persh- 
ing, “are not measured by our 
wealth and population, nor by our 
free and liberal form of govern- 
ment, but by our purpose to main- 
tain the high principles of justice 
and humanity upon which our insti- 
tutions are founded. The fulfillment 
of this purpose depends upon our 
readiness to defend its integrity. 

“Our traditions are opposed to the 
maintenance of a large standing 
army, but we have persistently fail- 
ed to train our citizen soldiers in 
time of peace and have waited un- 
til war was declared before making 
any move to that end. While rec- 
Ognizing the principle that every 
citizen may be called as a soldier, 
we have never emphasized the ob- 
figation of the individual to prepare 
himself to serve his country. Yet 
that is a debt to the country that 
falls upon all of us. 


What We Need, 


“From a purély military stand- 
point our policy should provide 
first, a permanent military estab- 
lishment large enough to guard 
against sudden attack; second, a 
torce sufficient- to meet our inter- 
national obligations, particularly on 
the American continent; third, such 
force aS may be necessary to méet 
our internal requirements, and, 
tourth, a trained citizen reserve or- 
ganized to meet the emergency of 
war.” 

Many benefits result from _ the 
Systematic training of civilians 
through such camps as the war de- 
partment proposed to conduct, the 
general continued, including the in- 
culcation in the youth of the coun- 
try of a respect for constituted au- 
thority and the principles of self- 
discipline.

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GERMAN-RUSSIAN 
TRADE PAGT MADE 


Preliminary Agreement 
Effective May 6 Until 
Full Commercial Treaty 
Is Completed. | 


Berlin, May 8.—Germany has con- 
cluded a preliminary trade agree- 
ment with soviet Russia, and the 
convention became effective on May 
6, according to the official text, 
which has been made public here. 
The text says the pact will con- 
tinue to be operative until a com- 
mercial treaty is completed, and 
provision has been made that either 
party may terminate the agreement 
by giving three months’ notice. 

The convention states that it is 
to be a binding basis for the re- 
sumption of trade relations, and to 
be interpreted in the spirit of a 
mutual desire to promote prosper- 
ous and economic relations between 
the two countries. It authorizes 
Germany and Russia to exchange 
commercial delegations, consisting 
of a chief and seven principal as- 
sistants, all of whom will enjoy 
diplomatic prerogatives and will be 
given consular powers necessary to 
legalize contracts and facilitate 
business. Merchant ships of both 
countries are to enjoy the custom- 
ary privileges relative to territorial 
waters and radio telegraph and pos- 
tal communications will be fully 
resumed, 

The commercial delegations are 
to be pledged not to carry on prop- 
aganda unfavorable to their re- 
spective governments, and both
